Springfield St., 
several sidewalks 
seen as priorities

Adding bike lanes and improv- 
ing sidewalks and handicapped 
access in the Springfield Street 
area are a major priority of the 
“Complete Streets” program town 
officials are developing. 

Town Engineer Michelle 
Chase, with the help of consultant 
Liz Flanagan, held a public forum 
on Monday night at the Agawam 
Senior Center to take public input 
on the first few priorities named. 

For many years, residents have 
been seeking major improve- 
ments to the sidewalks through- 
out the street. Chase said areas 
of eastern Springfield Street need 
to be improved. Improvements 
would include concrete sidewalks 
with full handicapped accessibili- 
ty, and widened bicycle lanes. 

Chase said widened lanes at 
the intersections of Springfield 
Street and North Street and Maple 
Street are also needed, with dedi- 
cated turn lanes and crosswalks. 

Resident John Coughlin was 
one of just a few residents who 
attended the forum, and said 
Springfield Street is in dire need 
of the sidewalk improvements. 

“Springfield Street is outdat- 
ed, he said. “It needs a lot of work 
done.’ 
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“Awesome,” said Darlene I ra and Chris Morassi as asihey held up their Aca- 
demic A’s.

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Firefighter named hero for beach rescue 


Firefighter Pamela Murphy will receive a Hometown 
Hero award on Friday for rescuing a fellow Agawam resi- 
dent last summer — at a beach 130 miles away. 

Murphy is slated to be honored at the annual 
Red Cross Hometown Heroes Breakfast on Fri- 
day morning, March 17, at the Sheraton Spring- = 
field. She was nominated by Kate Gourde of 
Agawam, who was vacationing with her family 
on Cape Cod last July while Murphy was coin- 
cidentally on the same beach with her fire dog, 
Blaze. 

Gourde was at Depot Street Beach in Den- 
nis Port with two of her sons, Robert, 14, and 
Raymond, 6, when the tide came in and strong 
waves dragged Raymond, who was in the water 
on an inflatable float, toward a wall of sharp 
rocks. Gourde and Robert began running toward him, but 
the large rocks extended onto the beach and they feared

they wouldnt be able to thread a path through them to 
reach him in time. 

Murphy heard the Gourdes’ panicked cries and rushed 
to help with Blaze, who is a certified therapy 
dog. She was able to reach Raymond and pull 
him away from the rocks, and Blaze laid down 
beside him to comfort him. When Gourde ar- 
rived she realized that Murphy looked familiar 
— she had actually done the fire inspection on 
Gourde’s shop, Cooper's Gifts at Cooper's Com- 
mons on Main Street, just weeks before. 

“Pam is a wonderful person, she deserves 
this recognition, and Im happy to shine the 
spotlight on her, Gourde said this week. 

Murphy is also a familiar face to Agawam’s 
youngest residents, as the firefighter who gives 
fire safety presentations to local schools, preschools and 
daycares. She plans to retire this year.

It's enough to say 
‘just say not yet’ 


fter more than 40 years of quagmire in the 
Aw: on Drugs, and months after a landmark 
assachusetts ballot question legalized the 
“demon weed” of marijuana, it’s worth asking what 
role DARE — the anti-drug abuse program at Doer- 
ing School — has to play in a society that looks at ad- 
diction and drug use far differently than it did in the 
1980s, when the program started in Agawam. 

In particular, what will DARE have to say about 
marijuana, now that fifth graders’ parents can get 
high legally? What can DARE say, now that the state 
no longer says “just say no’? 

It turns out that not much has to change. Contrary 
to the Chicken Littles who predicted that the legaliza- 
tion of marijuana would soften our schools anti-drug 
curriculum and confuse youngsters who formerly saw 
a straight line from experimentation to addiction to 
jail, DARE has been presenting a more nuanced — 
and more honest — view of drug abuse for years. And 
it has to, because substance abuse extends far beyond 
vilified and criminalized drugs like cocaine, heroin 
and (until recently) marijuana. Prescription painkill- 
ers, used improperly, are also addictive. Cigarettes and 
other forms of tobacco are also fatal. Alcohol — legal, 
ubiquitous, celebrated by literature, film, song and 
even religion — can destroy a life as surely as any oth- 
er form of addiction. 

DARE manages to teach children that these sub- 
stances are not for them, even though they probably 
know and respect an adult who takes pills as pre- 
scribed, who smokes, or who enjoys a social drink 
with dinner. Parents can be confident that DARE will 
do the same with medical and recreational marijuana. 

Even the most hardline marijuana advocate must 
admit that the drug is not appropriate for teenagers, 
whose bodies and minds are still growing. Propo- 
nents of last November's ballot question were asking 
only for marijuana to be treated like alcohol and to- 
bacco, and in this case, that’s what they got: the state 
law only legalizes marijuana for adults, age 21 and up. 
Like alcohol and tobacco, marijuana remains illegal 
for schoolchildren. That’s the state's message to youth 
— it’s still illegal, just as illegal for them as liquor and 
cigarettes. There are good reasons for this, and DARE 
will include them in its curriculum. 

There's a larger message in DARE’ curriculum, too. 
The program encourages youngsters to think about 
the substances they are putting in their bodies, and 
recognize that those substances could lead them to 
addiction or other health problems. It also strength- 
ens them with the social confidence to fight peer pres- 
sure when asked to participate in destructive behav- 
ior of any kind. 

Marijuana is legal now, but there's no law that says 
everyone has to use it — just like there's never been 
a law mandating that everyone has to smoke, even 
though tobacco is legal. If DARE can convince stu- 
dents to keep out of trouble now, and as adults to be 
careful about what they put in their bodies, the po- 
lice and schools will reach the same goal of reducing 
harmful drug use — by copying their own decades-old 
message on tobacco.

St. Patrick was actually born 
in Roman Britain in the year 387. 
His grandfather was a priest and 
his father was a councilman. He 
was captured by pirates at the 
age of 14, brought to Ireland and 
was a slave and worked with 
sheep. Ireland at that time did 
not worship God, but instead 
was filled with Druids and pa- 
gans. Patrick turned toward his 
deep faith in God and began to 
write. 

Patrick escaped to the coast of Ireland 
when he was about 20 years of age and 
went back to Britain. According to his writ- 
ten memoirs, he writes of a vision he had: “I 
saw a man coming, as it were from Ireland. 
His name was Victorious, and he carried 
many letters. I imagined in that moment 
that I heard the voice of those very people 
who were near the wood of Foclut, which 
is beside the western sea — and they cried 
out, as with one voice, ‘We appeal to you, 
holy servant boy, to come and walk among 
us. 

Patrick entered into the priesthood and 
was later ordained by St. Germanus. He 
was then ordained a bishop and sent to 
Ireland to spread the word of the Gospel. 
He arrived in Shane, Ireland, on March 25, 
433. Although he spread the word of God 
and most likely converted many and built 
churches across the country, there are still 
many legends being told about his later 
life, versus truths in history. 

Patricks deep faith sustained him

rick continued to evangelize for 
about 40 years. We celebrate St. 
Patricks Day on the day of his 
noted death. 

The tale of the “four-leaf clo- 
ver’ comes from Patrick's use of 
the clover as he evangelized. He 
would pick a shamrock and use 
it to explain how the leaves are 
part of a plant and how similarly 
the three persons — Father, Son 
and Spirit — are part of one su- 
preme being, known as the Holy 
Trinity. 

Corned beef originated in Britain and 
was cooked by the Irish-American culture 
in place of their bacon and cabbage dish. 

Irish soda bread originated with the 
Native Americans, not the Irish. The Irish 
started making it around the 1800s. 

St. Patricks Day became the official 
feast day in early 17th century celebrating 
the official arrival of Christianity of Ireland. 

So, as you look forward to the festivities 
of St. Patrick's Day, please take a moment 
to reflect on the importance of St. Patrick 
on Christianity. He was a slave, missionary, 
priest and bishop. He was a man of great 
faith and insight. He faced tragedy in his 
life, just as most of us face tragedies in our 
lives — knowing that prayer to our angels, 
saints and Jesus can and does bring peace 
and a sense of grounding to our lives.

Chase and Flanagan said the west side 
of Springfield Street near Feeding Hills 
Center was also identified as a priority lo- 
cation. 

Flanagan noted that the Morgan-Sulli- 
van Bridge project will add wider sidewalks 
and bike lanes to the bridge carrying Route 
147 into West Springfield, and said the 
town would like to extend those features 
into Agawam, especially on Suffield Street. 
Some stretches of Suffield Street already 
have bike lanes, but there are sidewalk im- 
provements also needed. 

“We would like to replace a number of 
sidewalks, said Chase. “They tend to be 
better and last longer.’ 

Chase said while new sidewalks are 
needed, and other sidewalks are needed to 
connect areas together, there is also a huge 
amount of work needed to existing side- 
walks. 

“The town has a huge backlog of existing 
sidewalks that need to be improved, said 
Chase. “We have to keep those in mind as 
try to address complete streets.’ 

Chase said the town hopes to qualify for 
$400,000 in grant funding each year from 
the state by adopting a “Complete Streets” 
prioritization plan. The funds could only be 
used on local roads, not state highways. 


Public Library, 750 Cooper St. The pro- 
gram is open to all students entering 
grades 3 through 8 in the fall. 


In all, Flanagan said the town has iden- 
tified 131 separate projects ranging from 
handicapped accessibility improvements 
to intersection and crosswalk improve- 
ments.

She said the digital timers were 
now the standard for new crosswalks. 

Flanagan also showed a couple of neigh- 
borhood priorities, with the Hendom and 
Northwood neighborhoods needing cross- 
walks and sidewalks added or reconstruct- 
ed. 

Eight of the 11 members of the Aga- 
wam City Council attended the forum. City 
Councilor Cecilia Calabrese asked if some 
of the new intersections would have white 
beacons that would be utilized by emer- 
gency vehicles like ambulances. Chase said 
the beacons are already included in the 
Morgan-Sullivan Bridge project. 

Chase emphasized the priority list was a 
“live” document and the town would peri- 
odically update it and re-prioritize projects 
based on need and feedback from town of- 
ficials and the community. 

With the priority report established, the 
town can now seek funding, though Chase 
did not say when the town would be sub- 
mitting an application.

about drug and alcohol abuse, and peer 
pressure, at the middle school age, before 
they begin experimenting with harmful ac- 
tivities, Field said. He said he’s up against 
a powerful opponent, teen and tween peer 
pressure. 

“Kids brains are wired to say ‘yes to re- 
quests from their friends — it makes them 
feel good, he said. 

Serving as a counterweight to peer 
influence, DARE gives kids information 
about substance abuse. “If other kids try to 
influence me about drugs, I’ve learned why 
that would be a bad decision to make, add- 
ed Colby Dietrich, 10. 

Field said the number of kids taking up 
smoking has decreased in recent years, but 
tobacco companies are finding new ways, 
such as electronic cigarettes, also known as 
vaping, to get kids addicted. 

“Vaping has no negative connotations to 
children. The tobacco industry also quickly 
introduced flavorings to the vaping liquids 
— things like gummy bears and Skittles — 
that are banned from regular cigarettes for 
making them more appealing to children.’ 

With few regulations and with the num- 
ber of kids who vape creeping up, Field said 
its a serious concern: “There's not enough 
evidence yet about its health effects, but I 
tell kids, ‘Do you want to be the test sub- 
ject?” 

The legalization of recreational marijua- 
na in Massachusetts and other states poses 
another new temptation. Field discusses 
marijuanas negative effects and explains 
that it’s illegal until age 21. Still, he wor- 
ries about the drug's effect on their brains,

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which are still developing even at that age. 

DARE is most effective in middle school, 
before kids start experimenting, he added. 
“There's almost no alcohol or drug use by 
middle school students, said Field. “Most 
activity starts after they transition to junior 
high school? 

Field said the key to preventing sub- 
stance abuse among kids is to educate 
them about the harmful effects so they 
have information and tools to make good 
decisions. 

“After that it’s up to them. But parents 
also need to be involved, too. They need 
to talk to their kids about smoking, chew- 
ing tobacco, vaping, drinking, and drugs. 
If theyre asking questions, theyre not too 
young, 


Three decades 

Former Agawam police officers Wayne 
Macey and James Franz began the Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education program, 
DARE, in 1987. Every year, half of Agawam's 
fifth graders take DARE classes once a 
week from September to January, and the 
remainder take it from January to June. A 
“graduation” ceremony marks the end of 
each half-year session. 

Field is a certified DARE instructor 
who has been Agawam's DARE officer, its 
seventh, for the past 17 years. While many 
communities dropped DARE more than a 
decade ago after the state stopped giving 
grants to help offset its costs, Agawam 
didn't. Despite the loss of state funds, it’s 
been maintained because it’s effective in 
helping keep kids off drugs and fostering 
positive interactions between police and 
students, said Field. 

Field's salary is paid by the Police De- 
partment, but he said the DARE program 
receives no other money from the state or 
town. 

“All the things we get for the kids, such 
as T-shirts at graduation, are donated or 
paid by donations. All of it goes directly to 
the kids,’ he said. 

Doering School Principal Sue Federico 
said a police officer in the school gives stu- 
dents the chance to develop a rapport with 
someone from law enforcement. 

“DARE is one more bridge the Police 
Department uses to help our students un- 
derstand some of the issues they face, she 
said. 


Not a lecture 
Launched in Los Angeles in 1983 pri- 
marily as an anti-drug program, DARE 
evolved to become a program that teaches 
kids to use good decision-making skills to

avoid drugs and lead safe, responsible lives. 

DARE tackles common drug-related be- 
liefs among adolescents, increases aware- 
ness of the risks of substance abuse, and 
zeroes in on improving kids’ social skills 
through problem-solving, communication, 
and decision making. 

“The most challenging thing is to keep 
kids focused and paying attention, said 
Field, who is now the only APD officer 
teaching DARE following the recent retire- 
ment of officer Karen Langevin. 

“If you lecture them, you lose them. I 
make my classes interactive, interesting, 
and energetic. I talk with kids on their lev- 
el, without being too technical or too ad- 
vanced.’ 

Resistance and assertiveness training is 


a strategy Field teaches to help kids avoid 
negative influences from friends. 

“We learn what all the bad stuff can do 
to us, said Madeleine Veras, 11, “Officer 
Field doesnt just say, ‘Don't do drugs or 
dont drink: He gives us the facts.’ 

Hadley Votzakis, 11, said Field's strat- 
egies help kids not only avoid drugs but 
also “what the long-term effects are to our 
brain? 

Field said the reasoning portion of a 
young brain isnt fully developed until the 
early 20s: “Kids dont always think about 
the consequences of their actions. Their 
brains are stimulated by doing things that 
please their friends because it gives them 
pleasure.’
